Tho Rocoption 

On the afternoon of Eoptombor 23, 1959, there wab a 
reception, for leading monboro of Communist Party delegations In 
"Poking for tho celebration;of the 10th Anniversary of tho founding 
of tho Fooplo*s Ropublic of Chink. This reception was held in the 
People Congross Ball. This hail was built in. a pofiod of ton 
months, with approximately 30,000 workmen, While pome help was 
obtained from Russian architects and technicians, it was designed 
and constructed mainly by the Chinese, 


I None of tho dologatds from the Soviet Union Woro 

I observed at the reception. The purpose 6f the rocoption was to 
permit tha representatives of other Communist Parties to moot 
tho leadership of tho Communist Party ofXhijj&, r i At first, come’ 
members qf the Standing Committee of tho Political Bureau circu¬ 
lated among tho delegates from tho Othor Parties. Later, tho very 
top loadorship of the Communist Party^of China, including^CAO 
Tso-tUng'r^fclU Ehao-chT^^bU lGn^ai'fWroTGTi^Ml 
^clrcUIStaan^Ottg^he^dolog^^T Nednj^tJiryaf«^os ms'oscor tod 
to this rocoption by LIU shao^chTT^Avtho^o'coption, CE0U En-ldi 
drahk a toast to tho Amorlcan Communists. 




Two-Day Open Mooting 

Tho two^ddy opon mooting in connection with the celebra¬ 
tion began aftor tin? reception on Soptenbor 28, 1959,. - This mooting 
was also hold in tho people’s Congross Hall, 


The ChinoSo delegates woro. coated on tho loft Side of 
the hall* The dologdto from the Communist. Painty - USA, and possibly 
other delegates whoso identities could net bo announced, sat with 
tho Chinese dolegates. 


At this mooting, the Chinoso tried to imitate tho pro¬ 
ceedings at the 21st Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet*/ 
Union. A presiding committee was Gloated. Tho chairmanship^Was-4/; 
rotated between LIU Shao-chi, CHOU En-lai, TUNG Pi-wu, aadasS&LTob. 
LIU Shoo-chl made tho introductory spooch* Othor Chinbco /including:

Tbo banquet was bold, da September 30, 1909. ft was aot 
linitod to Communist Party members.’ Tbo. diplomatic corps ia Ppkin;; 
woro ia attendance. Tbo banquet was bold la tho People's Congress 
Ball. Thoro voio five thousand porqono ia attendance. Tbroo 
orchestras playod ia tbo balconies surrounding fbo ball. 

Tbo representatives fret tbo Communist Party - UCA.acoin 
sat a* » tabid with covoral Chinese, sostly Military pcoplor^O&lISL. 
Uinj-chaQ^wao seated at this tablo, aides with two ddlc^atoo from 
—tkd “Coaauaiot Party of Cypress and tbo Poputy OrjjaoiB.atioii Cocrc- 
tary of tbo pomnuttist Par ty of Chi na, who id a woman. A roprocoa- 
tativo of tbQ^emmuaiOt Party of Eudan was also at this tablo. 

Haisy oxotic dishes wore served. Tho Chinese pqo Chop-* 
sticks dot oaly to oat, but also use tbo, caco chopsticks to remove 
tho food from tko corvine? dishes to tkdir plates. , 


cnoy En-ldi Was tbo chairman of tko banquot.^^Tko main r *] 
attraction at tko banquet was tko appoaraaep of JIlKj^wsnBUSBCBBV.^ 
This was tko firat public appearanco of JBIRBSHCilllV durin^’tkP'^cold- 
bration. Philo KUnupCCHEy received a. fairly Good crop tins, much 
of tbo applause coco from, otbor than tbo Chinoso ddlosatos, although 
tbo Chincco applauded politoly. While tho Chinocp pooplo aro dot 
unonthusiaStic, they did not skew much enthus iasm for KHEBS3CKEY. 

Ey 'day of opinion, it is bolidvod "that KnUFCHCIHlV would! have 
rocoiyod twico tbo ovation, and applauco in almost any Otbor country. 

[ Also by way of opinion, MO Tee-tuns should havo introduced ITZKZTA 
i Kjmuszcnav, but bo did, not do So. While both CHOU En-lai and 
1IIKITA mmussCESV carry tbo came title •«— Premier — Communists 
know that thoir rank is not the .same.. 



NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV was tho only Spoakor atthe banquet* 
Aftor spooking “for about five to. ton minutes, ■ KHRUSHCHEV Just stood 
as tho translator concluded tho speech, .which oapimoisod peace and 
peaceful co-oxioionco* In tho main, tho npplauso during the spooch 
cane frost other than Chinese delegates. If the audionco had boon 
coaposod only of Chinoso, the applause would h&vo boon roducod to 
a fraction of what it was* KHRUSHCHEV'S speech was -of the. typo 
which could have bodn dolivprod in any country in, the world. 

The Parade 

On tho ovoning of Soptonbqr 30* 1950, Slogans in olOc- 
trie lights wpro displayed on. every important building in Poking. 
The trees wore decorated with lights. Those who- woro to partici¬ 
pate in. the parado. on the following day wore practicing* 

On. the morning of the parade* cost of the streets load¬ 
ing to- the squaroi of Heavenly Ponce wpro blocked, put . Dologatds 
iron other Communist Parties had been given official invitations 
and badges for tho! reviewing stand* Popple lined the Streets by 
the thousands and choorod os each car carrying delegated to the 
royiowing stand passbd by -thorn. 

The, first tier of the royiowing stand wad rostrictod to 
such individuals as l!iO Tce-.tUng> LIU Shao-chi, NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV, 
and UIKBAIL SU3LOV. Host pf. tho dologatos free the other Coaau- 
ijfct parties Wore Soatod iu the soepad tier* 

The gprado began w ith t ho read ing . sf ^ Cgb order of tho 
day by UarahaKsIlI Pi^r'SHo now Dofcnso Jlihistor* Ho is called 
a scientific nwohalT^ the Chi 0090 * slnco^Ee^S modern and is 
paying attention to scionce in rogord to the arsed forces. 

The parado started With son Iron all branches of tho 
axtobd corvicos parading by tho xoviowing stands Tanks, artillery,, 
antiaircraft, guBs,arsorod vehicles, and radar trucks wore also 
in tho parade. Not all of the equipment lookod new. Ibo militia 
in gray cover-alls and the Young Pionoors also marched. Tho 
civilian part of tho parade was very impressive and very colorful* 
They shot fireworks and roloasod balloons which carried slogans* 
Prom timo to time* hundrods of pigeons wore roloasod. There wore 
huge dragons in tho form of balloons. Also in tho parado woro 
boson pushing baby buggies. 

On tho reviewing stand, thoro was a porspn who shoutod 
slogans to tho narchors as they passed tho reviewing stand, and tho 
narchors, shouted tho slogans back to him. Host of the slogans

praised nnd pledged allegiance to ii&O Tsc-tUhg. Thoro woro about 
forty planed, equally divided botwoea Jot fightore add bpabors, 
flying in fOrnatioa overhead. Tho Chinese havo stated that thpy 
arp now, building tboir own pianos. Tho aerial displays weiro inpros- 
nivo. Tho Panchon lana wad all dvor tho first tior of tho roviow- 
ing stand taking photographs;,

On tho ovonirg ef tho. parade, thoro was a largo fire¬ 
works display., Thoro was public dancing id tha gquaro of Eoavonly 
poaco,* Yarioub theatrical croups: porfpniiod in tho streets. The ; 
public, dancing continued on Ctetobor 2, 1009, Cpd amateur groups 
from ectopia, and othor organizations put oa theatrical performances.

In iso proninontly dieplayinG photO;jraph3 Of STALIN, tho 
idea. io clear that the Codnunist Party of. Chinn io toiling tho 
root of tho Corunmiot covenant that ; it id following Gars.ion- 
Leninion-Qtaliniea* STALllI, bocauso. no other loader lived through 
post of tho, Cosneuniot revolution and laid tho foundation for 
qocinllca.

The main attraction at the. banquet tins Nikita 
Khrushchev *• Khruehchev ioqsthe only speaker at this banquet, 
and following his speech, which emphasised peace and peaceful ccr 
existence, it was noted by the Communist Painty, USA, 
functionary that Khrushchev received only polite applause 
from the Chtnete*] ‘They showed very little, enthusiasm for 
Khrushchev arid it] was the opinion of the Communist Party, 

USA, functionaryithat Khrushchev would have received at 
least twice the ovation arid applause in almost any. other 
country* In addition, it was noted that the applause, during 
Khrushchevas speech cans from other than Chinese 1 delegates • 

The Communist Party, USA, functionary was of the opinion that 
Khrushchev wets'slighted to a degree inasmuch, as he was 
introduced to the. audience by Chou En*ldt father than

The parade hold- during the 10%h anniversary 
celebration featured Hod china*a military might* Thera were 
approximately 40 planes equally divided hetman jet -fighters 
and bombers flying overhead, The Chinese, doeording to 
this Communist Party > USA, functionary? state that they are 
nov> building their own planes « 

Photographs of Chinese Communist, party loaders 
and of liarx, Engels, Lenin arid Stalin, mro prominently 
displayed during, this parade* However, there ms no 
photograph of Khrushchev on display* There were a great 
many photographs of Kao Tse*tung 9 emphasising his position 
as the most powerful cxw in China, 

The fast that there ms no photographof Khrushchov 
on display indicated to this Communist Party, USA, functionary 
tko Chinese displeasure with Khrushchev f s peaceful coexistence 
line, He believed that photographs of Stalin mre prominently 
displayed to let the various communist parties ktiow that the 
Communist Party of China 'ia following the strict, teachings 
of L'arzism-Lcn Iniam~8td2.tnism. 

The Communist Party, USA, functionary gained the 
impression that the Communist Party of China has the Chinese 
people wall organised and its leadership has the support of 
the people, lie noted that the young Chinese are working 
hard and enthusiastically and are supporting the party. Ho. 
determined that there are approximately 24,000,COO Taubers 
of the communist Party of China and there are an additional 
8,000,000 individuals who are candidates for membership,

After a couple of tolophono calls bOtwodn CHILDS and 
VEINSTONE, ho finally agrood tp loavo Unsaid. for tho Unitod Staton, 
Ho loft Moscow on Novobbpr 1, 1959, and planned a stop-over in 
Paris, Franco. 


VEINSTONE know that tho CPEU would pay for his return; 
trip faro to tho United States,, but ho wantod CHILDS tp ad!s tho 
CPSU to roinburso hin for his faro from tho United States to tho 
Goviot Union. CHILDS did not dp this. Eowovor, EOSTOVET3 and 
GPJSCHUKIIIN stated that thoy hod given VEINSTONE coke conoy in addi¬ 
tion to his faro back to the United Stages. They also, nave hin
